DAMAGING WHEAT. 


HERE is one particular that the | 


farmer. tai. in very much—that is in cut- 
ting their Wheat betore iwis perteétly dry ; 
which is aimoit the only reafoa of the 
Smut troubling them. I commonly let my 
whieat {land longer than my. neighbors, and 
never have been troubled with imut, ex- 
cept when I bougit my feed ; trom which 
Tiiave concluded that it was the time of 
harvefting that prevented {mut from dam- 
aging flour. About thirty years fince I 
bought a crop on the ground—it proved 
to be very {mutty ; nearly one-eighth. | I 
thought to try what would prevent its 
damaging the flour—accordingly. } let it 
ftand till it was quue dry, fo that when 
cut, in binding, ‘he ground was checked 
under the fheal. When I thrafhed it there 
was no {mut tg be feen. » Ever fince, by 
the fame method, have tound the fame 
good effzct, Wheat that is harvetted ater 
this manner will be as good -tor feed as if 
there had been noimut emong it. Farm- 
ers are of opinion if their wheat fhells in 
binding, there is.a great lofs ; but they are 
miltaken—ihere is greater lols in threth- 
ing wheat that is barvelted belore it is dry, 
than is waftedin harvefting, when it is o- 
ver diy, (fo termed.) if there is any {mut 
in wheat chat {weats in the:leaft degree in 
the mow, it will certainly infeét the ker- 
ne! and by that means {mut is propagated. 

Cutting wheat with acradle is perni 
cious, for it colleéts a great quantity of 
reen weeds, &c. which, before it is dry, 
1s put iato the mow or ftack, and will cer- 
tainly {weat, and by that means, the {mut, 
which is light, will be carried by the fteam 
through the whole mow or flack—befides, 
the cradle cuts off that, which, it lett fland- 
ing, would enrich the ground. 

I have bat little expeétation that thefe 
remarks will, at prefent, anfwer my honeft 
intentions ; tor we find that education and 
tradition have fo bound down people, that 
there is no moving them, let their princi- 
ples or praétice be ever fo abfurd. Burt 
as intereft is the great {pring in all our ac- 
tions, I hope fome will be induced 16 pay 
attention to the experiments made forty 
years by a FARMER.

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A LETTER, 
From Captain Merriwether Lewis to the 
Prefdent of the United States. 
Fort Mandan, April 7th, 1805. 
Dear Sir, 

Herewith inclofed you will receive an 
invoice of certain articles, which I have 
forwarded to you from this place , among 
other articles you will obferve by reter- 
rence to the invoice 67, {fpecimens of 
earths, dalts, minerals, and 60 {pecimens 
of plants ; thefe are accompanied by their 
re{pettive labels, exprefling the days on 
which they were obtained, the places 
where found, and alfo, theie virtues and 
properties, when known; by means of 
thefe labels, reference may be made to the 
chart of the Miffouri, forwarded to the 
Secretary at War ; on which the encamp- 
ment of each day has been caretully mark- 
ked ; thys the places at which thele {peci- 
mens have been obtained may be eafily 
pointed out and again found theuld any ot 
them prove valuable to the community on 
further invefligation. 

You will herewith aifo receive a part of 
Captain Clark’s private journal, the other 
part you will find inclofed in a feparate 
tin box. This journal will ferve to give 
you the daily details of our progrefs and 
tran{fa€tions. 

I fhall difpatch a canoe with three, per- 
haps four perfons, from the extreme nav- 
igable point on the Miffouri, or the port- 
ape between this river and the Columbia 
river, as either may firft happen; by the 
return of this canoe | fhall fend you my 
journal and fome one or two of the bett 
kept by my men. I have fent a journal 
hept by one of the fergeants to Captain 
Stoddert, at Fort Lewis, in order as much 
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offible to multiply the chances of faving 
omething, we have encouraged our men 
to keep journals, and feven of them do fo ; 
to whom in this refpeét we give every af- 
fiftance in our power. 

L have tranfmitted to the Secretary at 
War every information relative to the Ge. 
agraphy of the Country we poffefs, to- 
gether with a view of the Indian nations, 
containing information relative to them, 
on thofe points with which I conceived it 
important the government fhould be in- 
tormed. 

By reference to the mo fter-rolls forwar- 
ded the War Department, you will fee 
the flate of the party: in addition to 
which we have two interpreters, one negro 
man-fervant to Capt Clark, and one #n- 
dian women, wife to one of the interpre- 
ters, anda Mandan man, whom we take 
with a view to reftore peace between the 
Snake Indians and thole in this neighbour- 
hood, amounting in total with ourielves to 
33 perfons: by means of the interpreters 
and Indians we fhal! be enabled probably 
to converfe with all the Indians we {hall 
meet on the Miffouri. I have forwarded 
to the Secretary at War, my public ac- 
counts rendered up to the prefent day ; 
they have been much longer delayed than 
I had any idea that they would have been 
when we departed from Illinois ; but this 
delay under the circumftances which I was 
compelled to aét, has been unavoidable. The 
provifion peroguve and ber crew could not 
have been difmified in time to have returned 
to St. Louis, lait tall, without evidently in 
my opinion hazarding the fate of the en- 
terprize in which I am engaged, and I 
theretore did not hefitate to preter the cen- 
fure that I may have incurred, by the de- 
tention of thefe papers, tw that of rifquing 
in any degree the fuccefs of the expedition. 
The detention ot thefe papers has been a 
fource of feriou’s difquiet and anxiety to 
me, and the recollettion of your partic- 
ular charge upon that fubjeét, has made it 
fiill more poignant. I am tully aware of 
the inconveniencies which mult have arif- 
en to the War Department trom the want 
of thefe vouchers, previous to the laft feflion 
of Congrefs ; but how to avert it was out of 
my power to devile.From this place we fhall 
fend the Barge and crew early to-morrow. 
morning with orders to proceed as ex pedi- 
tioully as poflible to St. Louis, by her we 
fend our difpatches, which I truft will get 
fate to hand; her crew confifts of ten a- 
ble. bodied men, well armed, and provided 
with a fufhicient flock of provifions to laft 
them to St. Louis; I have but liule doubt 
they will be fired on by the Siouxs, but 
they have pledged themfelves to us that 
they will not yield, while there is a man 
of them living. Our baggage is all em- 
barked on board fix {mall canoes, and two 
perogues ; we fhall fet out at the fame mo-

ch the Barge, one or 
perhaps both of thefe perogues we fhall 
leave at the falls of the Miflouri; from 
whence we intend continuing our voyage 
in the canoes and a gerogue of fkins, the 
frame of which was prepared at swe ror 
Ferry. This perogue isnow ina fitua- 
tion that will enable us to prepare it in the 
courfe of afew hours ; asour veifels are 
now {mall, and and the current of the riv- 
er more moderate, we calculate on travel- 
ing 20 or 23 miles per day, as far as the 
talls ot the M:ffouri : beyond this point, or 
the firft range of rocky mountains, fitva- 
ted about one hundred miles farther, any 
calculation with refpett to our daily 
progrefs, can be little more than bare con- 
The circumftance of the Snake 
Indians poffefling large flocks of horles, 1s 
much in our favor, as by means of horfes 
the tranfportation of our baggage will be 
rendered eafy and expeditious over land 
from theMiffouri to the Columbia river. 
Should this river not prove navigable 
when we firft meet with it, our prefent in- 
tention is to continue our march down the 
river, until it becomes fo, or to the Pacit- 
ic Ocean. The map which has been for- 
warded to the Secretary at War, will give 
you the idea we entertain of the conneétion 
between thefle rivers, which has been for- 
med from the correfpoading teftimony ofa 
number of the Indians, who have vifited 
that country, and who have been feparately 
and carefully examined on that fubjeét we 
therefore think it entitled to fome degree ol 
confidence,—Since our arrival atthis place 
we have fubfiited principally on meat ; with 
which our guns have fupplied us amply, 
and have thus been enabled to referve the 
parched meal, portable foup and a confid- 
erable proportion of pork and flour, which 
we have intended for the more difficult 
parts of our voyage. It Indian intorme- 
tion can be credited, the vafi quantities of 
game with which the country abounds, 
through which we are to pafs, leaves us 
little ty apprehend trom the want of food. 
We do not calcuiate on completing our 
voyaye within the prefent year, but expeét 
te reach the Pacific Ocean and return as 
tar as the head of the Miflouri, cr perhaps 
to this place betore winter. You may 
therefore expe&t me to meet you at Mon. 
ticello, 1m September, 1806. On our re- 
turn we thall probably pais down Yellow 
Stone river, which trom Indian intorma- 
tion, waters one of the faireft portions of 
our continent. I can forfee no material 
or probable obfiruction to our rrogrefs, 
and entertain, theretore, the moft fanguiue 
hopes of complete fuccefs. As to myfelt 
individually, I never enjoyed better health, 
than I have fince we commenced our voy- 
age. My ineftimable friend and compan. 
ion Captain Clark, has alfo enjoyed good 
health generally ;. atthis moment every

AMERICAN CAPTIVES IN TRIPOLL. 





From Poulson's American Daily Advertiser. 


By an arrival at New-York trom Leg- 
horn, letters are received in town from 
our unfortunate prifoners at Tripoli, dated 
in November laft—-A letter from one of 
the officers mentions, that they had the fall 
fever of that climate, but bad then recov. 
ered from it. 

A tedious and lingering confinement in 
a clofe and loath{ome prifon, with poor and 
fcanty fate, & deprived of their accuflom.- 
ed conveniences, in the hands too of fuch 
an enemy, mufl prey upon the health and 
wear down the [pirits of thefe brave but un- 
fortunate men. In fpite of the efforts of 
fome of them $0 fooih the anxiety ot 
their relatives and friends by affe€t. 
ed gaiety and favorable accounts of their 
fituation, the marks ot defpondence will 
break forth—** Our days,” fay they, 
‘drag heavily on, we are ftill clofely con- 
fined, not having enjoyed a fight of the 
Heavens (but once) excepting through a 
fmali grated hole in the terrace fince Ma 
laft. We are fectuded in a loathfome prif- 
on furrounded by vermin, without the en- 
joyment of pure air, and debarred from 
holding converfe with any perfon ourfide 
the walls of our prifon—the policy of con- 
cealing the operations of the fleet trom the 
enemy cuts off the intercourfe with our 
countrymen and keeps us in ignorance and 
conftant fufpence—the letters from our 
triends in America are intercepted, open- 
ed, and fometimes never reach us—after 
{pending a tedious day, fleep, the folace 
of the wretched, comes to eafe the burthen 
of our minds, and fometimes tranfports us 
by a vilionary flght to our beloved friends, 
but the return of light awakens usto the 
dreary relations of our prifon. Even ho 
has now almoft delerted us, and though we 
flrugyle to fupport with fortitude the hor- 
rors of our fituation, yet human nature is 
{carcely equal to the confli€.” 

There are now twenty-one months fince 
the difaftrous lofs ot their fhip configned 
three hundred American citizens to Bar- 
barian captivity and flavery. During all 
this time they have been doomed to 
fufferings which courage itfelf has no 
means to leilen, and to experience that 
** ficknefs of the heart which arifes trom 
hope deterred” Hufbands, tathers, fons 
and brothers, young men io the prim. > 
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lite and vigour of their age, are thus, loft 
to their ik ade on families and 1 
ives. But while they pine in, flavery, 
ahd ‘their families deplore their tate, to 
thei country they havea right to look with 
confidence for relief. .. Let us believe that 
the meafures hitherto purfued by our gov- 
ernment have been the wifeit—thatthe de- 
lays incurred have been unavoidable. The 
feafon for renewing the attacks on the en- 
emy has commenced, and the refult we 
hope will be fortunate. Yet ali means 
fhould be prepared and nothing ‘fhould be 
neglected to infure the liberation of our 
countrymen—the feelings of the people of 
this country, their fympathy torthe cap- 
tivés and their fenfe of juftice, imperioufly 
demand that this bufinels fhould now be con- 
cluded and that another year fhould.not be 
added to the miferable term of flavery. It 
the application of force fhould prove in- 
fofficient : it it fhould appear that no fkill, 
NO courage can remove the ob&ruétions 
which nature has thrown in our way, we 
muft then be prepared and contentto do 
as the nations of Europe have done, and as 
we did on a former occafion, to give the 
barbarians the paltry fump at which they 
value our ineNimable citizens... The fum 
demanded, it is acknowledged, is infignifi- 
cant—the expence not an objecét, and fure- 
ly with fuch a nation, if it may be fo cal- 
led, there can be no point of honor. The 
relufal of our government to make this 

rovifion, will compel the wealthy friends 
of individual captives to procure their ran- 
fom by large {ums of money, and in reliev- 
ing a very few, plunge the reft into tenfold 
mifery and defpair.

RS... We attribute all this misfortune to the sloop 
Friendship, which arrived here some weeks since 
from a southern port, and has ever since been ving 
at the wharf. On the 19th inst. the attempt was made 
to clean her out, but she was found to be so exces- 
sively filthy as not only to make those on bard vio- 
Jently sick, bus the stench of the bilge water was so 
intolerable as to ex-end the effect to the neighbour 
mg houses and compel them to shut their doors and 
windows On the 2lst, some of their inhabitants 
began to complain: on the 22d a physician who’ 
had eizht patients declared, that if he knew of an 
arrival from the West Indies to that part of the rown 
he should conclude it to be the yellow fever. 

‘©The moment the complaint was known, the

itants from the Jower end of the town to Power's
